The largest butter record for a full 
year is claimed for tbe Holstein cow, 
Pauline Paul, 2199 H. H. B., 1,163 63-64 
pounds, made in 1890, owned by J. B. 
Dutcber & Sou, Pawling, N. Y. 

Tbe largest sevon days’ record is 
claimed for tbe Jersey cow, Princess II, 
8040 A. J. C. C., 46 60-64 pounds, 
made in February, 1886, while tbe 
property of Mrs. S. M. Shoemaker, Bal¬ 
timore. This record also includes, as far 
as we know, a claim for the largest 
daily yield, which would be a close ap¬ 
proximation to six pounds. 

The highest record ever reached by a 
cow in u publio test was made by tho 
Browu-Swiss cow, Brienz, at the Amer 
loan fat stock and dairy show in Chi¬ 
cago, in 1891, where her average daily 
yield of butter fat for three successive 
days was 8.11 pounds, tbe equivalent of 
8.68 pounds butter.

CHARMED THE SAVAGE EYE. 

Garment of an Early White Woman Settler 
Tickled the Redskins. 

‘‘It wos interesting to notico tho way in 
which tho Indians looked upon early set¬ 
tlors around here,” said tho old timer as I 
ho lapsed into a reminiscent mood. “Each 
white family as it arrived and set about ! 
tho task of making a home in the great ! 
American dosert was scrutinized and pass 
cd upon, favorably or otherwise, by these 
‘original inhabitants’ very much as a new- 
comer nowadays is talked about and esti¬ 
mated by the good people of any little town 
in which he makes bis aDpearanoe. To be 
sure, the Indians’ standards were a little 
bit peculiar, but they applied them in 
much the same spirit of egotism that we 
3o our own. 

“For example, when we started west my 
mother, who was pre-eminently a seneible 
woman, who aid and who refrained from 
doing things only on good and sufficient 
reason, soon saw that the long fall skirts 
in yoguo at tbe time had littls to recom¬ 
mend thorn from an emigrant’s point of 
view and adopted a garment consisting of 
a medium abort skirt and substantial pan¬ 
talettes, which sho found quite suitable 
and persisted in wearing through several 
subsequent changes of fashion. Now, a 
fow days aftor my father had completed 
the cabin which was our first horns in 
Kansas a band of Indians from a neighbor¬ 
ing o*ap called on us for purposes of in¬ 
spection, as 1 have already said Was their 
custom, and incidentally to trade for—or 
better, beg— any article among our belong¬ 
ings wblob might strike tbelr fancy. My 
mother was, as usual, dressed In her ‘util 
Ity’ garment, and this soon caught the eyes 
of the Indians, who immediately, amid . 
jabbering of admiration, nominated 
the ‘white squaw’ and from that time 
household many marks of

TIGER AND BULL. 

A Fierce Hattie, In Which the Tiger Wes 
Ihtdly Ilceten. 

The Paris letter of tho Loudou Post 
gives details of an extraordinary enter- 
tuiumeut given at the Pluza de Madrid 
in the presence of 1,800 spectators. This 
was a combat betweeu a royal Bengal 
tiger and an AuduluHiau fighting bull. 
Tho tiger, Cesar, wus a full grown 
brute belonging to Spcssnrdi, the train¬ 
er, who had never boeu able to do any¬ 
thing with it aud had, indeed, once 
nearly fallen a victim to its ferocity. 
He sold it for 6 ,000 franos to the director 
of tho pluza. 

A cage 17 yards square by 4 in height 
had been erected in tho middle of the 
arena, und tho animals woro brought on 
in vans, the bull being the first to be 
released into the iuclosure. The brute 
immediately began to run round and 
round his prison, bellowing and throw¬ 
ing up sand and gravel with his hoofs. 

Tho instant the tiger entered tho cage 
he gave a roar and bounded on the bqll, 
avoiding the horns, and fixed on Jail 
flanks and belly with both teeth ai 
claws. The bull remained still (o| 
few seconds, and then seemed to be ajfl 
ing backwaitl to the ground. Tlje spec¬ 
tators thought that all was o? 6 y, fefit 
the tiger let go for a second to tage an¬ 
other hold, and in the brief interval 
was kicked over by the wild pltwges 9 ? 
the bull. Before tho tiger had time to 
recover the bull was on him, and, sink¬ 
ing his horns iuto the striped hide, it 
tossed the tiger into the air. This was 
repeatod four or five times, tho bull 
varying his taotics occasionally by bang¬ 
ing his adversary against the bars. 
When the bull stopped, the tiger lay 
limp on tho ground, aud the crowd, 
thinking ho was dead, cried, “Bravo, 
toro!” 

Tho bull stood stamping for a mo¬ 
ment in the middle of tho cage, and 
then, seeing tho tiger did not move, ap¬ 
proached and smelled him. But Cesar 
was only shamming death and seized 
the bull’s muzzle in his powerful jaws 
so the animal could not move. Eveutu- 
ally, however, he was released, and aft¬ 
er stamping furiously on the tiger again 
caught him on his horns. This time the 
tossing, stamping aud banging appar¬ 
ently really ended in Cesar’s death. 
The cage was then opened, and the bnll 
rushed out aud back to his stable. For 
precaution's sake the tiger s van was 
brought up, and, to the general sur¬ 
prise, Cesar rose to his feet, glanced 
round as if afraid the bull was still 
there, and then bounded iuto the van. 
The tiger was found to have five ribs 
broken, besides having a number of 
wounds from the ball’s horns. It is said 
that all wild animals—bears, lions, 
panthers and tigers—fare badly in com¬ 
bat with the Spanish fighting bull.

We, the members of the grand jary of 
onr Sovereign Lady the Queen, beg leave to 
report as follows : the grand jury, owing to 
the ab ence fiom the docket of any 
criminal oaeee, tird their dutlee much 
lightened and oongratulate the ooanty upon 
this evidenoe of advanofog education and 
morality. The grand jury have visited the 
gaol and the court bouse and find theee In¬ 
stitutions in a mean oondition and well 
kept. In regard to the oloset in the gaol, 
referred to by your Lordabip, wo found it 
in an unsanitary oondition and would 
icoommond that it be changed to a dry 
earth olosot or to bo connected with the 
sewer and waterworks. We also recora 
mend that the closets in connection with 
the court house be kept unlocked during the 
sessions of oourt. Wo found confined in 
the gaol five prisoners, ^wo awaiting re¬ 
moval to oentral prison, one confined for 
larceny, one an idiot, and one afflicted with 
St. Vitus dance. In regard to the two 
latter, although well cared for, we would 
strongly recommend that they be sent to 
the public ineti utious provided for their 
oases, whore they may receive proper med- 
ioal treatment. We ae pleased that we 
have had an opportuuity of visiting the 
K’iOoltegiato institute iu this town. It afford* 
r * led us very much pleasuro to knew we have 
"* an institution iu our midst so well equipped 
and doing such important work towards 
higher education. We extend our thanks 
to r ths courtesy with which were reoeived 
principal and all the tcbool. We 
found the buildings iu first class order. In 
reference to iho house of industry referred 
to by your Lordship, we arc. agreed that the 
present system of committing to the 
county gaoU uu vugrants, unfortunate men 
aud women, whoso only crime is tko<r 
poverty, iu uu outrage. We ate in favor of 
iho establishment of .A county house of 
industry, where t lio poor of those comities 
may be provided for without iho logs of 
their self respect and not be degraded a* 
prisoners. Wo would recommend in order 
to faoi itato this important undert iking the 
oounties of Lennox 4 Addington and 
grouped for this purpose, thus 
the expense, which seems to be 
obstacle in the way, as in our 
^pinion the ratepayers are oppostd to the 
♦xpense. We arc pleasod to have had your 
^urdship with us in apparent good health, 
and wo trust you raaj bo long spaied for 
Uio position which you honor. AH of which

agaiuat Mover Benn. The facts of the 
cane as brought out by the evidehce are 
britUy as follows: Mr. Terry, who is a 
fence viewer, was called upon m his official 
capacity to give a decision in a dispute 
wbioh arose between Mr. Benn and one of 
his neighbors over the ownership of a line 
fence. The decision did not satiny Mr, 
Benn, and tho matter was left to urbitra 
tion, his Honor,/judge Wiikison, being one 
of the arbitrators. It resulteJ in Terry’s 
decision being upheld. Mr. Benn appealed 
from tho arbitration to the Division (Jour , 
and the c .se was tried ut Newburgh before 
Judge Trice. The case went against Bonn. 
Mr. Benn did not accept the ffiidiiifcs of the 
court with good grace, Ho laid all the 
blame on Mr. Perry, and went through tho 
neighborhood averring that “ Perry had 
Bworn to a lie and that ha (Benn) had tho 
documents to prove, it’’ He further averred 
that Terry had influenced the Judge against 
hiiA, and much more to the eamo effect. In 
his eight Terry waa a bad man and Benn 
never lost an opportunity of telling his 
neighbors so. A large number of witness¬ 
es were called whose evidence went to Bhow 
that Bonn entertained malice towards the 
plaint tffT Mr. Benn entered a cross action 
against Mr. Terry for slander and the two 
eases were tried together. The jury brought 
in a vordict of $75 and costs for Terry aud 
iu the other action they held that Benu had 
received no damago so he was awarded 
the cuatomery shilling, the Judge allowing 
costs of counter claim. VV. 8. Herrington 
appeared for Mr. Terty aud G. F. Uuttan 
and Mr. Clute, for Mr. Bonn. 

Bicknell vs. the Grand Trunk Hallway, 
was a case that excited considerable inter¬ 
est. Allan Ayleswortb. Q. C , appeared for 
Mr. Bicknell, whilo B. B. Osier, Q (J. had 
charge of the case for tho G. T. It. The 
battle between these legal giants was well 
contested. The action was brought by Mr. 
U. F. Bicknell, of Camden East, to re¬ 
cover damages for iujuries sustained in 
railway accident near Landsdowne last fall 
while eurouto to Montreal with a load of 
cattle. The readers of the ExrnEss are 
conversant with live particulars of the 
accident, so it is needless to advert to it 
farther here. Mt. Bicknell sustained ser¬ 
ious injuries and for a time his life w&s 
despaired of, Although he is now able to 
attend to his duties, ho has not fully re¬ 
covered from the effects of tho accident and 
in the opinion of two of the medical cx 
perts at the trial, thero is a probability that 
he may never fully recover from it. While 
tho Grand Trunk admitted negligence they 
disclaimed liability under the contract 
entered into by Mr. Bicknell before ho em 
barked on tlie journoy. Mr. Bicknell put in 
a claim for the monies paid out by him as a 
direct result of tho accident, amounting to 
abont $400, and further claimed that he had 
lost $2,500 as a result of being precluded 
from uttnuding to his bushiest)' during the 
eight or ten weeks he was laid up by reason 
of the injuries sustained at the hands of 
the Grand Trunk. The Railway company 
did not call any witnesses, Mr. Osier con¬ 
tenting himself with attacking tho olairas 
presented, on the ground that they were 
excessive. The doctor in attendance on 
Mr. Bicknell at Lansdowno rendored a bill 
of $225 for three weeks services and Mr. 
Osier facetiously ennuircdjf the p'uintiff 
had suffered any ill effocts from tho shock 
of receiving such a bill. Mr. Bicknell 
claimed $30,000 damages and tho jury after 
being oat about two hours, awarded him 
$5,000. It may be stated that all tbo jury 
had to do was assess tho damages, the 
question as to tho liability of the G. T. It. 
beiDR reservod for argument before Mr. 
JaeticeKose in Chatnbers at Toronto. 

Johnston vs. Dulmage was an action for 
costs. Peter Johnston, of Camden East, 
was appointed assignee of the estate of the 
Ute Henry Clancy; Mr. Dulmage was 
appointed as one of the Inspectors of the 
estate. Mr. Johnston in his capacity of 
assignee entered a writ against the Rath 
bun Co’y for alleged trespass on the estate, 
but the action went against him. The 
costs of the suit more than nsed up the 
funds of the estate. The creditors were 
adverse to the writ being issued but Mr. 
Dulmage, it is alleged, concurred and ad 
vised that it be taken. Mr. Johnston 
brought the action against Mr. Dulmage to 
recover the disbursements made by bim 
over and above the funds of the estate. 
Decision wait reserved. McIntyre & Mo- 
Intyre, and J. B. Walkem, of Kiogston, 
appeared for tbe plaintiff, and Deroobe &. 
Madden tor she defence.
